Three Out of Six People Killed and tile 


Other Three Itndly Injured.

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—An electric car on 


the One Hundred and Third street line, 
was caught between two trains going in 
opposite directions on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The car carried four passen- 
gers besides the motorman and con- 
ductor, and three out of the six were 
killed outright.

die.The accident is said to have been due 
:o the recklessness of the motorman. 
The crossing is protected by gates and 
these were down at the time. To all 
appearances O'Malley did not use any 
efforts to bring the car to a standstill, ai 
least until- he had reached a decline at 
the side of the tracks. Then it was too 
late and tho motor crashed through the 
gates onto the tracks iu front of the ap 
preaching trains.

Bnch and Sam Rico were engaged in 
getting 
Raymond 
York's 
unlucky 


launch arouud through the scale shed 
into the yard from Front street, where 
the receding water was about to leave 
it on dry land. 
There is from six to 


ten feet of waiter all around the jail 
works. 
Buch and McAllister were in 


a skiff pulling the boat. 
Some trouble 


was being had in getting it around the 
corner| and through under the scale 
shed. 
Rice was in the launch steering 


and Bnoh and McAllister were inside 
the shed. 
Buch was in the bow of the 


skiff, pulling on the scale beam. Me 
Allister was in the stern and had hold 
of a piece of jail grating leaning up 
against the side of the building. 


"Hold on a minute," said McAllis- 


ter, and Buoh looked aroiv cl to see him 
trying to push back the grating which 
had started to fall over. 
Before Buch 


could get to hia rescue the grating, 
which weighed over eight 
hundred 


pounds, had borne McAllister down. 
The boat was sunk and Buch thrown 
into the water. 
The grating, just 


missed him a few inches. 
Buch swam 


to the scale beam and waited a minute 
or so, expecting to sea McAllister come 
up out of the water. 
McAllister was 


a very strong, active man and Bach 
thought maybe he would be able to 
free himself of the boat and grating. 
But the unfortunate man did not show 
up and Buch called to Rice to get help. 
There was no skiff about the place, and 
it was impossible to do anything with- 
out one. "Limp/" Jonea and Ohas. 
Blake happened to be coming down 
Front street in a boat and Rice called 
to them. 
The engineer and a half 


dozen other men, who happened to be 
about the works, did all in their powar 
to release the sunken boat, hoping the 
body of the drowned niitu migh be re- 
leased. 
They 
could not 
budge it. 


Spike poles were used, and finally, 
after about twenty minutes hard work, 
a hold was scented on the poor man's 
pants nd he was pulled out. 
The body 


was taken to the office of Dr. Titus, 
across the street, and Coroner Davidson 
was summoned. 


The unfortunate man was forty-five 


years of age. 
He has been employed 


at the jail works ever since it started, 
about two years ago. He was consid- 
ered one of. the most useful men about 
the works and could do most anything 
there was to be done about the place. 
He lived opposite the jail works, in 
Kentucky, 
above 
Spring^ille. 
He 


leaves a wife and several children. For 
many years he was employed on the 
river and was for some time engineer 
mi the old Reliance 
He was a son of 


C-ipt. Harvey McAllister. 


Coroner Davidson held the inquest 


this afternoon and returned a verdict of 
accidental drowning and by injuries 
inflicted by the falling of an iron grat- 
ing on him, causing him to be stunned. 
No blame was attached to anyone, and 
neither of the parties with him could 
have do e a^ght to avert the accident. 
The tody was removed to Fuller's un- 
dertaking establishment.

A Bill to That Effect Introduced 


in Congress. 


A LIVELY SENATE DISCUSSION. 


Xaba Wan the Theme anil Seemed to Stir 


Op All tho Pent Ui> Emotion* of Moulin. 
Details of a Buttle hi Cuba-The latest 
Dispatches From Havana—Other Cuban 


War New*. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The senate 


•was storm-ffwept yesterday by such pas- 
sionate debate, such extraordinary dem- 
onstrations in the crowded galleries, 
aud such dramatic personal exchanges 
between the conspicuous figures of the 
senate, as to make the day one of the 
most memorable in the annals of the 
•upper branch of congress. Cuba was 
the theme, and seemed to stir all the 
pent-up emotions of months. It brought 
about the complete displacement of ap- 
propriation bills, threatening their fail- 
ure and the advancement of the Cuban 
question to the very front of senate 
business. It disclosed also that the res- 
olution, demanding of Spain the imme- 
diate and unconditional release of Julio 
Sanguily, having on a test vote secured 
the right of way, would be resisted by 
protracted debate. 


Tho Allen resolution for sending bat- 


tleships to Cuba, came up soon after the 
senate opened at 11 a. m., aud Mr. 
Allen severely 
arraigned 
Spain for 


cruelties against women and children. 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama who report- 


ed tho resolution for tho immediate re- 
lease of Sanguily, followed in a calm 
speech reciting the breach of treaty 
rights in Sanguily's case. 


Mr. Daniel of Virginia in a fervid 


plea for Sanguily stirred all tho latent 
passion of tho senate. He spoke of 
Spanish outrages to American citizens, 
and insults to American officials. When 
Mr. Hale of Maine sought to interject 
questions, Mr. Daniel suggestively stat- 


at the state department relative to the 
imprisonment of American prisoners in 
Cuba.

DETAILS OF A BATTLE. 
The Ohio 


Spanish Tro»|>K I,i-<l Into a Trap and Slain 


by Hie Insurgents. 


KRY WEST, Flu., Feb. 20.—Particulars 


have just been received here of a spirit- 
ed engagement between a Spanish and 
a Cuban force on the outskirts of San- 
kikra City. The fight took place on 
Feb. iy. and was one of the most inter-, 
esting recorded since the 
campaign 


opened. 


Sixty local guerrillas and CO mobilized 


Havana firemen, under Captain Blanco, 
left the Pulido plantation, near San An- 
tonio, to roconnoiter the surroundiii 
country. Shortly after leaving their 
headquarters the Spanish forces ex- 
changed shots with tho insurgents' out- 


' posts. The Spaniards thereupon ad- 
vanced and the Cubans apparently re- 
treated. In reality they led the govern- 
ment force into a cleverly prepared am- 
bush near the Goyo Rui/. ranch. 


In .pursuing the insurgents the Span- 


ish guerrillas and firemen entered a nar- 
row path bordered on each side by thick 
bushes. Suddenly about 200 insurgent 
cavalry and a hundred of the enemy's 
infantry under the leadership of Gar- 
ciaes and Mendetie attacked the Span- 
iards with loud cries of "Al machete, al 
machete," etc. 


A scene of terrible carnage followed 


and some stubborn fighting was wit- 
nessed. The Spanish vanguard eventu- 
ally broke and fled, throwing the main 
body into confusion, in the midst of 
which the Spanish fired wildly at each 
other as well as the insurgents, while 
others threw away their arms and fled, 
finally being overtaken by the insur- 
gents and put to the machete. 


The Spanish force left 40 men killed 


and two wounded on tho field. 


The insurgents remained on the field 


for an hour, picking up tho arms thrown 
away by the troops and finishing the 
Spanish wounded.

Mr. White of Cali- 
fornia 
took the floor in opposition, 


speaking all the afternoon. 


At (i o'clock the senate took a recess 


until 8 p. in. for a continuance of the 
contest. 


The senate galleries were crowded to 


their fullest capacity at the night ses- 
sion, in anticipation of a continuance of 
the exciting Cuban livbate, and possibly 
of decisive action. 
At .S o'clock, when 


business was resumed, only IS senators 
were in the chamber, but -others came 
in from time to time until there was a 
fair attendance. 


Mr. Hill secured the passage of a bill 


to authorize, a bridge over the St. Law- 
rence river from Hugansburg, N. Y., to 
Cornwall, Out. 


House bill to allow the bottling of 


distilled spirits in bond was passed with 
amendments as reported. Also senate 
bill to prevent flic importation of im- 
pure and unwholesome tea. and for a 
government board to fix the standards 
of tea. 


Mr. Pettigrew asked unanimous con- 


sent to proceed with the Indian appro- 
priation bill. 


Mr. Hill wanted it understood that 


this did not displace the Cuban case of 
Julio Sanguily which was to retain its 
right of way as tho unfinished business.

Howoverj two regular 


boats started from Parkersbnrg last 
night, one up stream for Pittsburg and 
the other down for Cincinnati. 


At Portsmouth boats are assisting the 


crippled railways in carrying mails and 
passengers. 


From Maysville to Cincinnati 
the 


flood is at its worst. 
Below Cincinnati 


the tributaries are all falling rapidly, 
and though the river is very full the 
high tide current of 10 to 12 miles an 
hour is carrying the waters down very 
rapidly. 


No serious losses of property or life 


have been reported from up-river points 
within the lust 30 hours. 


Right here in Cincinnati and vicinity 


the situation is at its worst. All tho 
railroads are leaving from their regular 
depots except those entering the Grand 
Central and they use tlie Eighth Street 
station. 


Upper Cincinnati, at Penclleton, is 


pretty badly flooded. At least 100 fam- 
ilies are driven from their dwellings, 
but they are amply provided by organ- 
ised charity, assisted day and night by 
large details of police. 


Up Mill creek a few families have 


been driven from home and many cel- 
lars are fxill of water. 


Down the river at Delhi, Riverside, 


Coal City and Addystou some families 
have been compelled to abandon their 
homes, and many cellars are inundated. 


Newport, on the Kentucky side of the 


river, suffers most proportionately. Over 
800 families have boon driven to higher 
ground. 
Large details of police are em- 


ployed day and night, giving relief. 
Some deliver provisions from boats to 
people lodging iii the second story of 
their homes. 


Covington is almost unscathed. 
Many families in Lridlow live over 


deluged cellars and some have been 
driven from their homes. 


The village of Bromley, below Lud- 


low, with about 700 inhabitants, is al- 
most wholly flooded. Those who have 
2-story houses have taken refuge up- 
stairs and receive food supplies from 
boats. 
The dam of the great lake at the Lud- 


low Lagoon is in great danger.
